Introduction.— In  submitting  their  fortv-third 
annual  report  of  the  School  for  the  Blind  to  the 
Members  of  the  Corporation,  to  the  respective  Gov- 
ernments interested  and  to  the  friends  of  the  Institu- 
tion, the  Board  of  Managers  desire  to  acknowledge 
the  many  blessings  vouchsafed  to  the  school  bv 
Almignty  God  and  to  express  the  hope  that  undeV 
the  guidance  of  a kind  Providence  the  Institution 
may  continue  to  carry  on  its  good  work  so  that  its 
advantages  may  continue  to  be  a blessing  to  those 
deprived  of  sight. 


Superintendent’s  Report.— The  report  of  the 
Superintendent  deals  more  paricularly  with  the  work 
of  the  school,  the  staff,  the  graduates  and  the  current 
events  of  the  past  year.  Two  of  these  are  worthy  of 
special  mention,  namely,  the  re-union  of  graduates 
and  former  pupils,  and  the  installation  of  a fine  pipe 
organ  in  the  assembly  hall  of  the  school 

The  re- union  of  those  who  had  passed  through  the 
school  in  former  years  was  a most  interesting  event. 
It  was  gratifying  to  note  the  appreciation  expressed 
by  the  older  graduates  of  the  developments  which 
had  taken  place  in  the  school  since  they  were  pupils 
within  its  walls.  Enlarged  buildings  and  increased 
attendance  they  noted  with  pleasure,  but  more  note- 
worthy to  them  than  these  were  the  improved  equip- 
ment and  the  greater  opportunities  for  securing  a 
training  for  the  practical  work  of  life  after  school  days. 
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Tlie  new  pipe  organ  installed  in  the  school  in 
September  last  is  a welcome  addition  to  the  musical 
department  and  the  training  of  our  young  people  as 
church  organists  will  it  is  hoped  be  of  real  advantage 
to  our  pupils. 

The  members  of  our  teaching  staff  are  energetic, 
enthusiastic  and  capable  instructors,  and  Dr.  Fraser’s 
words  of  appreciation  with  respect  to  their  work  are 
well  merited. 

Life  in  THE  School. — Many  parents  of  blind 
children  are  reluctant  to  have  them  leave  their  homes 
fearing  that  in  a large  institution  they  may  not 
receive  the  same  care  and  attention  to  which  they 
have  been  accustomed  from  infancy.  This  reluct- 
ance is  only  natural,  but  were  it  possible  for  these 
parents  to  personally  inspect  the  dormitory,  sitting- 
room  and  dining-room  accommodation  which  the 
institution  provides,  and  were  it  possible  for  them  to 
have  full  knowledge  of  all  that  is  done  to  insure  the 
comfort  and  happiness  of  the  pupils,,  their  reluctance 
to  have  their  children  leave  home  would  speedily  give 
way  to  the  desire  to  place  their  children  in  the  insti- 
tution where  while  enjoying  exceptional  educational 
advantages  they  would  be  living  happy  home  lives 
surrounded  by  an  atmosphere  of  love  and  thought- 
fulness. 

Our  domestic  department  lias  been  carefully  organ- 
ized and  is  systematically  supervised.  The  boys 
I rom  ten  years  of  age  and  upwards  live  in  their  own 
residence  building  with  male  members  of  the  staff  in 
charge  and  a boys'  matron  to  look  after  their  special 
needs.  The  girls  occupy  a distinct  wing  of  the 
building  with  lady  teachers  in  charge  and  a matron 
to  see  to  their  wants.  The  boys  and  girls  under  ten 
years  of  age  reside  in  the  Junior  Department  with 
their  teachers  and  a matron,  who  is  also  a qualified 
trained  nuise,  in  charge.  A trained  nurse  is  also 
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provided  to  care  for  the  older  boys  and  girls.  The 
housekeeper  with  a competent  staff  of  assistants  pre- 
pares and  serves  the  food  three  times  daily  to  a 
household  of  190  persons. 

Attendance. — It  is  noteworthy  that  there  are  in 
attendance  at  the  school  at  the  present  time  148 
pupils  as  compared  with  135  pupils  at  this  time  last 
year.  This  increase  is  due  in  part  to  the  opening  of 
our  new  technical  department  aud  the  re-admission 
of  former  pupils  for  the  purpose  of  learning  the  trade 
of  broom-making.  It  is  also  the  outcome  of  the 
energetic  work  of  the  field  secretary  of  the  school, 
who  has  during  the  past  six  months  visited  the  homes 
of  scores  of  blind  persons  in  Nova  Scotia  and  New- 
foundland. In  this  connection  it  may  be  stated  that 
the  Government  of  Newfoundland  has  agreed  to 
increase  ihe  number  of  beneficiaries  attending  as 
pupils  in  this  school  from  15  to  20  The  Provinces 
of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward 
Island  make  no  limitation  as  to  the  number  of  pupils 
to  be  received  from  these  Provinces.  The  school  is 
free  to  all  boys  and  girls  from  these  Provinces  who 
by  reason  of  blindness  or  imperfect  sight  are  unable 
to  read  ordinary  print  and  attend  the  public  school. 
While  the  number  of  pupils  from  Newfoundland  is 
limited  to  20  we  are  confident  that  the  Government 
will  generously  provide  for  all  applicants  who  may  be 
eligible  for  admission. 

Fire. — The  fire  which  took  place  in  our  school 
building  on  the  afternoon  of  February  10th  and  which 
originated  under  the  stairway  of  the  girls’  gymnasium 
threatened  to  be  most  serious.  That  it  was  not  more 
disastrous  was  due  entirely  to  the  prompt  response 
of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  to  the  call  from 
the  fire  alarm  within  the  school  and  to  the  energetic 
and  effective  work  of  the  Chief  of  the  Department  and 
his  men.  The  damage  was  appraised  at  $3075.01, 
which  amount  was  promptly  paid  by  the  fire  iusur- 


ance  companies  in  which  our  buildings  are  insured. 
The  damage  by  fire  and  water  was  at  once  made  good 
and  the  buildings  placed  in  good  order.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  note  that  within  two  minutes  of  the  time  when 
the  alarm  of  fire  was  given  the  pupils  had  all  left  the 
school  building,  had  gathered  in  their  respective 
quarters  and  had  answered  to  the  roll-call. 

As  the  assembly  hall  of  the  school  is  frequently 
used  for  musical  and  literary  entertainments,  to 
which  the  pupils  are  admitted  free  of  charge,  and  as 
these  entertainments  are  attended  by  a large  number 
of  people,  your  Directors  decided  to  place  two  modem 
steel  fire  escapes  near  the  exits  from  the  hall.  These 
were  manufactured  bv  Hillis  & Son  of  Halifax  and 
are  at  once  convenient,  commodious  and  safe. 

b REE  Education. — For  tile  past  thirty-one  years 
education  has  been  free  to  the  youthful  blind  of  Nor  ? 
Scotia.  During  all  that  time  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ments, the  Members  of  the  Legislature  and  the  public 
in  general  have  endorsed  the  principle  that  the  child 
deprived  of  sight  has  the  same  right  to  a free  educa- 
tion as  has  his  brothers  and  sisters  who  are  blessed 
with  vision.  This  principle  is  so  well  established  and 
is  founded  upon  such  just  and  humane  reasons  that  it 
must  stand  unchallenged  so  long  as  Nova  Scotia 
maintains  its  system  of  free  schools.  Nova  Scotia 
lias  indeed  good  reason  to  be  proud  of  its  enactments 
respecting  the  education  of  the  blind  and  of  the  deaf 
Under  the  provisions  of  these  laws  a free  education  is 
placed  within  reach  of  every  blind  or  deaf  child 
without  respect  to  class,  creed  or  color 


Revknuk  and  Expknditi  rk.— While  maintain- 
ing the  school  m its  present  state  of  efficiency  vour 
Directors  find  that  the  current  receipts  are  not  suffi- 
cient to  meet  the  current  expenses.  The  treasurer 

of‘$5749  19h°WA  a1ldeb!t  balance  on  current  account 
of  As  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous 
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reports  the  per  eapitum  eost  of  eaeli  pupil  iu  this 
school  is  far  below  that  of  any  similar  school  for  the 
bliud  offering  its  pupils  like  advantages.  When  it  is 
considered  that  we  receive  from  the  respective  Govern- 
ments $5.00  per  week  for  eaeli  pupil  and  that  for  this 
amount  we  have  to  lodge,  board,  educate  and  give 
special  training  to  each  girl  and  boy,  and  further, 
that  the  eost  of  heating,  lighting,  repairing  our 
buildings,  and  renewing  our  furnishings  must  be 
drawn  from  the  same  source  it  is  a matter  of  surprise 
that  the  deficit  on  current  account  is  not  much 
greater. 

The  number  of  the  members  of  our  teaching  and  . 
domestic  staff  is  necessarily  large  but  the  salaries  are 
far  below  those  paid  in  similar  institutions.  Under 
these  circumstances  your  Board  would  earnestly 
appeal  to  the  Governments  of  Nova  Scotia,  New 
Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland 
to  take  immediate  measures  to  enable  the  school  to 
meet  its  current  expenses  and  at  the  same  time  pay 
adequate  salaries  to  the  men  and  women  who  are 
devoting  their  lives  to  the  instruction  of  the  blind. 
The  urgency  of  our  need  will  be  at  once  apparent  to 
the  respective  Governments  and  we  confidently  hope 
that  it  will  be  promptly  met,  so  that  the  school  may 
be  maintained  at  its  present  standard  of  efficiency  and 
the  blind  youth  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  New- 
foundland may  continue  to  enjoy  the  advantages  of 
the  practical  training  which  the  school  now  provides. 

The  Late  Dr.  Woodbury. — It  is  with  regret 
that  your  Board  records  the  death  of  Dr.  Hibbert 
Woodbury,  who  for  the  past  eleven  years  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  Dr.  Woodbury 
took  a personal  interest  in  all  the  affairs  of  the 
school.  He  was  well-known  to  the  members  of  the 
staff  and  many  of  the  pupils  in  whose  welfare  he  took 
a kindly  interest  and  was  always  ready  to  do  all  in  his 
power  to  promote  the  success  of  the  institution.

Dr  Fraser  has  been  as  ever,  most  devoted  to  the 
many  interests  of  the  institution  and  tmtmng  in  his 
efforts  to  advance  the  happiness,  the  comfort,  and  the 
education  of  his  pupils. 


l lis  methods  are  and  always  have  been  highly  pro- 
gressive and  anything,  no  matter  how  difficult,  lie 
undertakes  to  perform,  is  invariably  successful. 

The  installing  of  the  magnificent  new  pipe  organ 
is  a striking  instance  of  this. 


When  he  planned  the  assembly  room  he  purposely 
arranged  an  alcove  for  its  reception,  and  although  it 
has  taken  several  years  to  accomplish  this,  he  has  by 
his  own  personal  endeavors  succeeded  in  carrying  out 
his  desire  which  has  been  fully  realized  in  the  instal- 
lation of  the  beautiful  instrument,  which  now  adorns 
our  hall  and  adds  so  much  to  its  appearance  and 
usefulness. 


Last  year  he  celebrated  his  fortieth  anniversary  as 
Superintendent  of  the  School  for  the  Blind,  and  from 
the  very  outset  every  year  has  seen  continual  pro- 
gress. 


- This  session  we  have  thirteen  more  pupils  than  in 
any  year  previous,  and  we  trust  and  pray  that  Dr. 
Fraser  may  be  long  spared  to  enjoy  the  well  earned 
esteem  and  gratitude  of  the  many  whose  lives  he  has 
helped  to  bless  and  brighten.

The  School. — This  institution  which  serves  as. a 
central  school  for  the  blind  for  tin-  Provinces  of  Nova 
Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island 
and  for  the  Colony  of  Newfoundland,  is  well  equipped 
tor  carrying  on  its  present  work  successfully  Its 
several  departments  are  in  capable  hands,  its  appli 
ances  are  up-to-date,  its  buildings  are  commodious, 
its  play-grounds  well  laid  out  and  its  surroundings 
all  that  could  be  desired. 


The  training  given  to  the  pupils  in  this  school  is 
of  an  eminently  practical  character,  and  so  far  as  the 
funds  will  permit  opportunities  are  given  to  each  and 
ever}'  pupil  to  make  preparation  for  the  active  duties 
of  life.  It  has  been  a matter  of  surprise  to  many 
leading  educators  of  the  blind  that  so  much  could  be 
accomplished  with  such  a comparatively  limited  in- 
come but  nevertheless  if  the  door  of  .opportunity  is  to 
be  kept  wide  open  an  effort  must  be  made  to  improve 


our  financial  position  so  that  the  annual  revenue  may 
be  sufficient  to  meet  the  current  expenses  and  to  pro- 
vide sufficient  income  to  further  develop  our  several 
departments. 

File  only  way  to  overcome  the  handicap  of  blind- 
ness is  to  give  to  boys  and  girls  deprived  of  sight  a 
thorough  education  nd  training.  They  must  be 
fnted.,  when  capable,  to  earn  their  own  livelihood. 
1 his  costs  money,  more  money  ! him  the  school  now 
has  at  its  command.  1 trust  that  your  Board  will 
take  active  steps  to  urge  upon  the  respective  govern- 
ments and  legislatures  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and 
Newfoundland  a generous  increase  in  their  present 
per  capitum  grants. 

The  following  table  shows  the1  annual  cost  per 
pupil  in  the  several  institutions  named.  It  must  he 
borne  in  mind  that  many  of  these  schools  receive  in 
addition  special  grants  for  furnishings,  repairs,  equip- 
ments, etc.,  whereas  in  this  school  these  are  charged 
to  current  account.

The  Staff. — The  steady,  earnest  work  that  is 
being  done  in  the  several  departments  of  the  school 
by  the  members  of  the  teaching  staff  is  deserving  of 
the  highest  commendation.  Our  teachers  are  men 
and  women  of  ability,  patience  and  enthusiasm,  who 
have  shown  by  their  devotion  to  the  work  that  they 
well  merit  the  confidence  which  I place  in  them.  It 
is  my  privilege  and  duty  to  inspect  each  department 
of  the  school  and  to  note  what  is  being  accomplished 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  high  standards 
set  by  the  school  are  being  well  maintained  and  that 
the  pupils  are  daily  inspired  by  their  zealous  teachers 
to  strive  towards  the  goal  of  efficiency. 

Iu  June  last  Mr.  A.  A.  Archibald,  B.A.,  Miss 
Graves,  who  succeeded  Miss  Woodward,  and  Miss 
Baker,  teacher  of  our  kindergarten  department,  re- 
signed their  positions  as  members  of  "the  teaching 
staff.  Their  places  have  been  filled  by  Mr.  John 
Craigie  of  French  River,  Pictou  Co.,  JN.  S.,  Miss  M. 
J.  McCurdy  of  Musquodoboit,  N.  S.,  and  Miss  E. 
Christie  of  River  Hebert,  N.  S. 

Health.  The  Health  o!  the  pupils  during  the 
past  year  has  been  exceptionally  good.  One  girl  was 
attacked  by  pneumonia  but  under  the  careful  treat- 
ment of  the  attending  pnysician  and  care  of  the 
trained  nurse  regained  her  health  and  strength.  The 
trained  nurse,  Miss  Lockward,  lias  discharged  her 
duties  most  satisfactorily  and  has  used  her  best  efforts 
in  preventing  minor  ailments  from  becoming  serious.

might  he  trained  as  church  organists  and  thus  be 
better  prepared  to  earn  their  own  livelihoods.  It  has 
keen  felt  that  if  organists  without  sight  could  suc- 
ceed in  Great  Britain,  the  l nited  States  and  else- 
where there  was  no  reason  why  blind  organists  should 
not  be  equally  successful  in  Canada. 

Several^  years  ago  efforts  were  made  to  secure  a 
luud  of  $5,000.00  to  purchase  a first-class  organ  for 
the  school.  Hie  subscriptions  towards  this  fund 
having  reached  §4,000.00  it  was  decided  to  give 
Casavant  Brothers  of  St.  Hyacintlie,  P.  Q.,  an  order 
for  one  of  their  finest  oi^ans.  The  order  was  given 
to  the  firm  early  in  the  year,  and  in  the  month  of 
September  a fine  new  organ  was  placed  in  the 
Assembly  Hall  of  the  school  This  organ  was  pub- 
licly opened  on  the  evenings  of  the  13th  and  14th  of 
November  by  two  excellent  recitals  given  by  the 
famous  concert  organist,  Dr.  Minor  C Baldwin,  of 
New  York.  The  programmes  of  the  concerts  were 
admirably  carried  out  and  reflected  great  credit  upon 
Dr.  Baldwfin  and  ujxm  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  of 
Halifax,  who  so  kindly  aided  in  making  the  concerts 
the  successes  they  undoubtedly  were. 

The  organ  was  much  admired^both  as  to  the  quality 
and  volume  of  its  tone  and  must  serve  to  add  to  the 
already  favorable  reputation  of  Casavant  Brothers. 
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There  still  remains  a debt  upon  the  organ  of  $1,000.00 
which  I trust  the  good  friends  of  the  school  will 
speedily  help  us  to  remove. 

Thf,  New  Technical  Department. — Since  the 
opening  of  our  New  Technical  Department  in 
January  last  11  3'oung  men  have  been  receiving  in- 
struction in  broom-making,  and  100  dozens  of  brooms 
and  whisks  have  been  manufactured.  These  brooms 
which  are  of  excellent  quality  have  met  with  a ready 
sale  and  have  proved  conclusively  that  in  this  branch 
of  industry  the  loss  of  sight  is  not  a serious  handicap. 
The  economic  side  of  the  question  requires  a more 
extended  test  before  deciding  whether  broom-making 
is  an  occupation  by  which  blind  operators  can  make  a 
fair  daily  wage.  The  instructor,  Mr.  J.  P.  Henriarty, 
has  proved  himself  an  enthusiastic  and  capable 
teacher  and  is  confident  that  the  outcome  of  the  train  - 
*n.?  given  in  his  department  will  enable  many  persons 
to  maintain  themselves.

Uniform  Type  for  THE  Blind. — Since  the  intro- 
duction of  embossed  print  for  the  blind  by  Valentine 
Hauy  of  Paris  in  1784  many  systems  of  line  and  point 
print  have  been  invented.  Of  these  four  systems 
are  in  general  use  at  the  present  day,  namely,  Dr. 
Moon’s  line  letter  for  the  aged,  the  Point  System 
introduced  by  Louis  Braille  of  Paris  in  1829  and  now 
known  as  the  French  or  British  Braille  System,  the 
New  York  Point  introduced  by  Mr.  W.  B.  Wait  in 
the  late  sixties,  and  a modification  of  the  British 
Braille  developed  by  J.  W.  Smith  of  Boston  in  1878. 
The  libraries  for  the  blind  in  Canada  and  the  United 
States  contain  books  printed  in  all  of  these  systems. 
It  will  be  readily  understood  that  the  multiplication 
of  the  systems  is  a great  draw-back  to  those  who  read 
by  touch,  and  therefore  the  action  of  the  Amer- 
ican Association  of  Workers  for  the  Blind  in  appoint- 
ing a Uniform  Type  Committee  to  investigate  the 
respective  adaptability,  legibility  and  economy  of  the 
several  systems  now  in  use,  may  be  considered  as  the 
first  step  forward  in  securing  for  the  blind  a compie- 
hensive  universal  type. 


The  agents  of  the  Uniform  Type  Committee  have 

during  the  past  year  visited  many  schools  for  the  blind 

in  the  United  States,  Canada  and  Great  Britain,  anc 
have  examined  and  tested  twelve  hundred  readers, 
varying  in  age  from  7 to  70. 


In  February  last  Miss  Pearl  Howard  and  Mrs.  F. 
H.  Fowler,  agents  of  the  Fnilorm  Type  Committee 
visited  this  school  where  British  Braille  is  in  genera- 
te. The  test  made  here  proved  conclusively  that  in 
point  of  legibility  British  Braille  has  a great  superior- 
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ity  over  American  Braille  and  New  York  Point.  It 
is  therefore  not  surprising  to  find  that  while  the 
Uniform  Type  Committee  recognize  the  good  points 
in  the  other  two  systems  of  punctography,  it  recom- 
mends the  adoption  of  a Standard  Dot  System,  the 
basis  of  which  shall  be  the  British  Braille  alphabet. 
In  my  opinion  the  superiority  of  the  Britisli  Braille 
System  is  due  almost  entirely  to  the  fact  that  its  basic 
code  is  limited  to  ten  signs,  which  represent  the  first 
ten  letters  of  the  alphabet,  and  that  the  remaining 
letters  of  the  alphabet  and  the  majority  of  the  abbre- 
viation signs  are  made  simply  by  a iding  dots  to  the 
original  code.  In  the  New  York  Point  and  American 
Braille  there  is  no  such  basic  code.  The  result  is 
that  in  these  systems  each  letter  or  sign  must  be  dis- 
tinguished individually  without  relation  to  any  other 
letter  or  sign,  whereas  in  British  Braille  one  character 
is  recognized  as  one  of  the  original  code  of  ten  letters 
or  four  or  five  developments  therefrom. 

The  members  of  the  Uniform  Type  Committee  are 
deserving  of  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  blind  readers  of 
this  continent  for  the  broad-minded  way  in  which  they 
approached  the  investigation  entrusted  to  them  and 
for  the  scientific  methods  which  they  adopted  in 
carrying  on  their  investigations. 


Re-union  ok  Graduates  and  Former  Pupils. — 
In  June  last  I completed  my  fortieth  year  as  Super- 
intendent of  this  school.  With  the  approval  of  your 
Board  it  was  decided  to  celebrate  my  Fortieth  Anni- 
versary by  impressive  Closing  Exercises  and  by  a 
general  invitation  to  the  graduates  and  former  pupils 
to  be  the  guests  of  the  school.  Several  invitations  were 
also  extended  to  well-known  educators  of  the  blind 
m the  United  States.  Mr.  Edward  E.  Allen  of  the 
Perkins  Institution  for  the  Blind,  Watertown  Mass 
spent  four  days  at  the  school  and  made  admEable  ad- 
di  esses  to  the  pupils,  to  the  graduates  and  to  the 


public.  His  message  to  tbe  latter  was,  “That  the 
training  of  the  blind  would  be  of  no  avail  unless  the 
public  proved  its  confidence  in  that  training  by 
employing  blind  persons  whenever  they  had  the 
opportunity  to  do  so.’’ 


The  re-union  was  largely  attended  and  was  in 
every  way  an  inspiration  to  the  teachers  and  pupils 
and,"  I believe,  of  profit  and  pleasure  to  the  graduates 
and  former  pupils. 

The  programmes  of  the  closing  exercises  were 
admirably  carried  out  and  culminated  in  the  presen- 
tation of  a handsome  clock  to  the  Superintendent  and 
by  the  reading  to  him  of  an  illuminated  address  on 
behalf  of  the  "graduates  and  pupils.  It  is  needless  to 
say  that  these  marks  of  love  and  esteem  are  highly- 
prized  by  me. 


A re-union  picnic  at  Fleming  Park  organized  by 
Mrs.  Fraser  and  admirably  carried  out  and  attended 
by  upwards  of  two  hundred  persons,  the  great  majority 
of  whom  were  blind,  brought  to  a close  a re-union 
programme  which  will  long  be  remembered  by  those 
participating  in  it. 


Prevention  of  Blindness.  Frequent  refei- 
ences  have  been  made  in  the  annual  reports  of  this 
school  to  the  necessity  of  taking  active  steps  for  the 
prevention  of  blindness  in  the  Maritime  Provinces 
and  Newfoundland.  In  the  United  States  special 
publicity  committees  and  associations  have  been 
formed  for  the  express  purpose  of  obtaining  statistics 
with  respect  to  the  number  of  persons  who  have  lost 
their  sight  through  Infantile  Ophthalmia.  It  ha* 
been  found  that  in  one  school  for  the  blind  with  16  • 
pupils,  44  boys  and  girls  had  lost  their  sight  through 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  The  New  York  Associa- 
tion for  the  Blind  recently  secured  information  from 
schools  for  the  blind  of  twenty-six  states  which 
showed  that  out  of  2500  pupils  576  had  become  blind 
as  a result  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  From  the 
investigations  of  the  same  association  it  has  been 
found  that  a number  of  persons  have  lost  their  sight 
in  consequence  of  having  inhaled  the  fumes  of  wood 
alcohol  or  having  by  mistake  taken  one  or  two  tea- 
spoonsful  of  this  poisonous  liquid. 

The  loss  of  sight  in  childhood  as  well  as  the  loss  of 
sight  in  adult  life,  is  an  economic  loss  to  the  country. 
It  is  therefore  incumbent  upon  the  Governments  of 
the  several  Provinces  of  Canada  to  enact  and  enforce 
laws  with  respect  to  the  reporting  of  all  cases  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  to  make  stringent  laws 
with  respect  to  the  labeling  of  all  bottles  containing 
wood  alcohol.  This  matter  is  earnestly  recommended 
to  the  consideration  of  the  several  Provincial  Boards 
of  Health  in  the  hope  that  an  active  campaign  of 
publicity  may  be  undertaken  with  respect  to  Prevent- 
able Blindness. 


Conclusion. — I cannot  conclude  this  report  with- 
out a brief  reference  to  the  signal  honor  done  me  by 
the  Provincial  Legislature  of  Nova  Scotia  in  calling 
me  to  the  Bar  of  the  House  and  publicly  thanking  me 
tor  my  forty  years  service  to  the  blind.  While  esteem- 
ing the  honor  on  my  own  behalf  I appreciate  it  still 
more  keenly  as  a recognition  of  the  work  accom- 
plished by  this  school,  m which  work  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  past  and  present,  and  the 
members  of  the  teaching  staff  during  forty  wars  have 
worked  so  harmoniously  to  promote.  In"  honoring 
me  the  Provincial  Legislature  has  honored  the  schoof 
the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  staff  of  instructors’ 
The  incident  ,s  unique  in  the  history  of  the  Pro  duce

Free  Circulating  Library  School  for  the  Blind. 


This  Library,  which  is  located  at  the  School  for  the  Blind  at 
Halifax,  N.  S.,  was  established  in  1881.  It  contains  a large  num- 
ber of  books  and  pamphlets  printed  in  tha  Braille  Point  system, 
and  Dr.  Moon’s  type  for  the  aged.  Since  the  fiist  of  November, 
1898,  embossed  books  for  the  blind  have,  by  the  authority  of  the 
Parliament  of  Canada,  and  by  the  order  of  the  Postmaster-General, 
been  transmitted  through  the  mails  free  of  charge. 

The  books  are  circulated  among  the  graduates  of  the  School, 
and  among  the  adult-blind  who  have  been  taught  to  read  in  their 
own  homes.  Each  year  the  call  for  books  has  increased,  and  each 
year  we  have  tried  to  add  to  the  Library  the  latest  publications 
printed  in  Great  Britain,  as  well  as  a number  of  hand-made  books 
and  pamphlets  written  out  by  the  graduates  of  the  School,  and  by 
the  members  of  the  library  League.

1.  The  (wen's  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  twenty  one  years,  who  has,  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  179  of  these  consolidated  Statutes,  a 
set  lenient  within  any  county  or  city  of  the  province, 
may  apply  to  the  warden  of  the  municipality,  or  the  mayor 
of  the  city,  for  an  order  for  the  admission  of  such  person 
into  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  or  any  other  institution 
for  the  blind  approved  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor-in - 
Council,  and  the  said  warden  or  mayor,  on  being  satisfied 
that  si  ch  blind  person  is  between  the  ages  above  prescribed 
and  has  a legal  settlement  in  the  municipality  or  city  shall 
at  once  grant  such  order  for  admission  as  aforesaid,  under 
his  hind  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality  or  city, 
and  forward  the  same  to  the  Provincial  Secretary  for  his 
approval  to  be  endorsed  thereon.

sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  from  the  provincial  treasury. —
